After  studying  animal  physiology  at  Berry  College  and  the  University'  of  Georgia, 
Williams  came  to  Campbell  in  1 987  as  a temporary  one -year  faculty  member.  Nearly 
a quarter  of  a century  later,  she’s  made  her  mark  on  the  lives  of  coundess  biolog)' 
students  who’ve  come  through  her  anatomy  & physiology  labs  and  courses. 

“My  biggest  reward  is  when  1 get  invitations  to  medical  school  graduations  or  PA 
school  graduations,”  said  Williams.  “I  think  that’s  just  great!” 

With  her  background  in  physiology,  Williams  was  involved  for  many  years  in  die 
development  of  a joint  Physician  Assistant  degree  program  between  Campbell  and 
Wake  Forest  University.  When  Campbell  considered  creating  its  own  PA  program, 
Williams  helped  to  write  the  proposal. 

“She  has  been  an  excellent  proponent  of  the  PA  field  and  has  tirelessly  worked  for 
the  development  and  growth  of  our  Program,”  said  Tom  Colletti,  director  of  the  PA 
program.

On  January  5,  1 887,  Campbell  University  began  as  a 
small  school  of  only  sixteen  students,  known  as  Buies  Creek 
Academy  created  by  John  Archibald  Campbell.  Campbell 
believed  that  tinancial  burdens  should  not  prevent  anyone 
Irom  getting  an  education.  As  the  student  body  began  to 
continuously  increase,  the  academy  became  Campbell  Junior 
College  in  1926.  Eventually  in  1979,  due  to  overwhelming 
response  of  enrollment  and  offerings,  Campbell  College 
became  the  University  that  we  all  know  today.  Since  its  creation 
and  establishment  as  a University,  Campbell  University  has 
continued  to  grow,  but  has  never  faltered  on  its  mission  to 
inspire  its  students  with  a Christian  worldview  throughout  all 
the  courses  offered, as  well  as  athletic  functions. Throughout 
1 25  vears  of  existence,  Campbell  has  only  seen  four  Presidents. 
James  Archibald  Campbell  not  only  had  the  honor  of  founding 
w hat  is  now  Campbell  University,  but  also  served  as  its  first 
President.  In  1937,  President  Campbell’s  son,  Leslie  Campbell 
became  Campbell  Junior  College’s  second  President.  Norman 
Adrian  W iggins  succeeded  the  younger  President  Campbell  in 
1967  to  become  the  third  President  of  Campbell  College;  and 
oversaw  the  transition  to  University  status.  After  stepping  down 
from  his  role  as  President  in  2003,  President  Wiggins  continued 
to  serve  the  Buies  Creek  community  as  Chancellor.  Finally  in 
2003,  the  fourth  and  current  President,  Jerry  Wallace,  was 
installed  to  continue  with  the  mission  of  Campbell  University. 
The  latter  three  names  are  seen  daily  on  campus  on  buildings, 
such  as  the  Leslie  Campbell  Hall  of  Science,  Wiggins  Memorial 


Library,  and  the  Wallace  Student  Center.  Today,  the  original  class 
of  sixteen  has  grow  n to  thousands  of  students  at  online  and  at 
campuses  in  Buies  Creek,  Raleigh,  the  Research  Triangle  Park, 

Camp  Lejeune,  and  Kuala  Lumpur,  Malaysia. 

To  commemorate  Campbell’s  125th  anniversary,  the 
University  hosted  a week  of  celebratory  events  for  the 
community  and  students.  Some  of  the  events  included 
Llollywood  Star  Creations,  Campbell’s  Got  Talent,  comedian 
Dan  Adhoot  and  the  main  festivity  being  the  Anniversary  Gala. 

These  events  drew  in  hundreds  of  students,  alumni,  and  faculty 
to  the  campus  to  revel  in  this  momentous  occasion.  Students 
packed  into  Turner  Auditorium  to  watch  their  fellow  students 
commend  their  school’s  anniversary  by  showing  off  their 
talents.  Comedian  Dan  Adhoot  drewf  students  and  encouraged 
students  to  “live  a little”  and  relax  wdiile  commending  their 
schools  anniversary.  The  big  event  for  the  125th  Celebration 
was  Anniversary  Gala  which  appealed  to  many  students,  staff, 
and  alumni. The  Convocation  Center  was  transformed  into  a

Campbell  University’s  Study  Abroad  program  gave 
me  the  amazing  opportunity  to  explore  a new  culture,  meet 
magnificent  people,  and  see  breathtaking  scenery.  1 am  a 
senior  Education  major  at  Campbell.  I grew  up  in  Benson,  a 
small  town  about  ten  miles  from  Campbell.  I have  traveled 
the  entire  east  coast  of  the  U.S.  but  have  never  been  outside 
of  the  countrv  until  this  past  summer.  In  May,  I had  the 
privilege  of  joining  six  other  students  and  one  professor  on  a 
twentv  three  day  tour  of  Italy. 

Campbell  offered  many  different  study  abroad  trips 
over  the  summer,  but  the  one  that  intrigued  me  the  most 
was  a three  week  trip  to  Italy;  I mean,  who  wouldn’t  want  to 
spend  three  weeks  in  Italv?!  It  didn’t  take  much  to  sell  me 
on  the  idea  of  getting  college  credit  for  taking  a class  over 
seas.  A varietv  of  classes  were  offered  for  this  specific  trip 
such  as  Philosophv,  Art,  and  Religion.  I opted  for  Ancient  & 
Medieval  Theologv  with  Dr.  Adam  English.  Our  professor, 
Dr.  English,  was  not  only  our  teacher  and  tour  guide,  but  he 
also  became  a dear  friend  to  each  of  us  on  the  trip. 

We  staved  in  three  regions  during  our  time  in  Italy: 
Lazio,  Umbria,  andTuscanv.  Our  tour  of  Italy  started  in 


Rome.  We  saw  all  of  the  touristy  things  the  ancient  city  had 
to  offer,  as  well  as  some  local  spots.  After  leaving  Rome, 
we  went  to  Isola  del  Gran  Sasso  which  is  located  in  the 
Central  Apennine  Mountains.  Here,  we  stayed  and  worked 
at  a Christian  camp  for  children.  Our  next  stop  was  the 
medieval  town  of  Assisi,  and  also  Orvieto  and  Perugia.  A 
trip  to  a chocolate  factory  and  amusement  park  were  in 
order  here.  Our  last  leg  of  the  trip  was  Florence.  My 
favorite  thing  in  Florence,  aside  from  the  shopping,  was 
seeing  Michelangelo’s  David.  Seeing  a picture  of  it  can,  in 
no  way,  compare  to  seeing  the  masterpiece  in  person.  Also 
while  in  Florence,  we  took  a train  to  Pisa  for  a day  to  explore 
the  city. 

There  aren’t  enough  words  in  the  English  language, 
nor  the  Italian  for  that  matter,  to  describe  my  experience. 
Through  the  Study  Abroad  program,  I made  great 
friendships,  was  immersed  in  the  Italian  culture,  and  learned 
valuable  life  lessons.  Traveling  opens  your  eyes,  it  changes 
your  perspective,  and  it  gives  you  new  zeal  for  life.  The  only 
advice  I can  offer  is  simply  this:  go.  If  ever  you  are  laced 
with  an  opportunity  to  go  anywhere,  take  it.

Shortly  before  2:00pm  on  November  9,  Harnett  County  Sheriffs 
deputies  surrounded  a house  on  the  back  side  of  campus  where 
Campbell  student  Jared  Knight  had  barracaded  himself  inside. 
Officers  suspected  Knight  had  weapons  in  the  house  which  led  to 
the  evacution  of  two  dorms,  the  School  of  Business  and  the  Fine 
Arts  building  for  student's  safety. 

While  the  campus  was  locked  down,  students  took  to  Facebook 
and  the  Internet  to  find  out  more  about  what  was  going  on.  TV 
and  news  reporters  were  soon  combing  the  campus,  looking  lor 
information  as  well  --  and  Campbell  University  even  made  CNN. 

The  whole  situation  was  over  in  3 hours  and  no  one  was  hurt 
after  Knight  surrendered,  but  it  took  a few  days  lor  the  media 
attention  to  go  away.

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Campbell  wins  Big  South  Men’s  Soccer  Sportsmanship  award 


Campbell  University  has  been  voted  the  winner  of  the 
201  1 Big  South  Conference's  Team  Sportsmanship  Award 
tor  men's  soccer.  The  Fighting  Camels  shared  the  honor 
w ith  Liberty  University. 

The  honor  is  part  of  the  Big  South's  Sportsmanship  Awards 
program  that  began  during  the  2005-2006  season. 

The  team  awards  are  voted  on  by  Big  South  student  - 
athletes  and  are  awarded  at  the  end  of  each  competitive 
season.  Each  institution  ranks  and  votes  for  its  top  three, 
while  teams  cannot  vote  for  themselves.  Teams  receive 
three  points  for  a first-place  ranking,  two  points  for  a 
second-place  ranking  and  one  point  for  a third  place 
ranking. 

"Our  program  is  extremely  proud  to  receive  this  award," 
said  second-vear  head  coach  Steve  Armas.  "Our  staff  and 
plavers  take  great  pride  in  building  a respectful  program. 
Conducting  ourselves  with  integrity,  with  character 
and  alwavs,  in  an  ethical  manner  are  core  values  of  our 
program.  This  award  is  a positive  reflection  on  the 
University  and  our  program;  it  will  serve  as  motivation  to 


reinforce  all  aspects  of  Campbell  Soccer. " 

During  its  first  year  back  in  the  Big  South  Conference, 
Campbell  compiled  a 9-9-2  overall  record  and  5-4-0  mark 
to  finish  in  3rd  place  in  the  league  standings.  The  Camels 
were  whistled  for  only  9.9  fouls  per  game  and  were  issued 
only  1 5 yellow  cards  all  season  — lowest  among  all  Big 
South  schools.  The  most  times  that  any  one  player  was 
cautioned  were  three  over  the  course  of  the  season.  No 
Campbell  player  or  coach  received  a red  card  during  the 
2011  campaign. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  201 1-12  athletic  season,  the  Big 
South  Conference's  Institutional  Sportsmanship  Award 
will  be  announced.  An  institution's  sport  winners  count 
towards  the  Institution  Sportsmanship  Award  and  the 
winner  is  determined  on  a system  recognizing  the  highest 
percentage  of  the  maximum  possible  points  each  institution 
is  capable  of  achieving  in  that  year.  The  institution  with  the 
highest  percentage  will  win  the  award.

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Founding  Divinity  Dean  focuses  on  James  for 
Prevatte  Lecture 


,\  lartin  Luther  once  referred  to  the  New  lest  ament  book  of  James  as  an  “epistle 
i 'I  straw  " w itlTiiotliing  ot  nature  ol  the  gospel  about  it, ’’and  other  scholars  refer 
to  it  as“w  ixlom  literature”  that  lacks  the  significance  ol  the  gospels  of  apostles 
like  Paul  and  John.  1 low  ever,  Campbell  University  Divinity  School  Founding 
1 Van  and  professor  IV  ,\  lichael  Cogdill  views  the  Epistle  ot  James  in  a more 
j>  Utive  light,  calling  it  a“faith  in  action”book  tliat  provides  instructions  for 
v li  ling  die  work  ot  God.  Cogdill  presented  a daylong  lecture  on  James  during 
the  Prevatte  Biblical  Studies  Lecture  Series,  an  annual  series  designed  to  serve  as 
teaching  tool  tor  students,  scholars  and  ministers  alike. 

“James  talks  about  doing  the  word  ot  God  . . . not  just  hearing  the  w ord,  but  doing  it,” 

Cogdill  told  those  on  liand  in  Butler  Chapel  “It’s  a book  ot  instructions  for 
Christian  believers  who  feel  like  they’re  living  in  the  minority.  It’s  preserving  Christian  values.’The  lecture  came  in  three  parts,  focusing  on  all 
file  chapters  ot  the  Ixxik,  which  touches  on  subjects  of  enduring  trials  and  resisting  temptations,  the  power  of  one’s  words  (both  good  and  bad) 
and  the  power  ot  prayer.  Cogdill  focused  early  on  James  1:22-  “Be  doers  of  the  word,  and  not  hearers  only  ...”  "It’s  one  of  those  books  you 
need  to  read  and  read  often,”  Cogdill  said.  “It  was  written  as  a communication  tor  Christians  living  far  from  the  homeland  . . . and  it  fits  today 
when  we  ask  what  it  means  to  be  a Christian  believer  in  today’s  society.” 

The  Prevatte  lectures  were  endowed  by  the  late  E.J.  Jimmy  Prevatte  and  his  wife  of  Southport.The  series  is  intended  to  bring  “outstanding 
scholars  to  the  Elniv  ersitv  who  are  widely  recognized  for  excellence  in  relating  the  message  of  the  Bible  to  the  ministry  of  the  church.” 


Esteemed  Baptist  Leader  delivers 
Campbell  commencement  address 

Dr.  Roy  Smith,  esteemed  Baptist  leader  and  former  Executive 
Director-Treasurer  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina, 
delivered  the“Charge  to  the  Graduates” at  the  commencement  service 
for  the  Campbell  Divinity  School  on  Friday,  May  1 3 , in  the  John  W 
Pope,  Jr.  Convocation  Center. 

A longtime  friend  of  Campbell,  Smith  played  an  integral  role  in  the 
schools  development  into  a University  and  the  Divinity  School’s 
establishment  and  growth. 

At  Friday  s service,  Smith  cautioned  the  graduates  against  misusing 
their  theological  education.  “We  are  called  to  be  ministers,  not 
authoritative  figures,’ ”he  said.  “Don’t  try  to  be  a CEO,  but  be  stewards, 
one  who  holds  in  trust  something  that  belongs  to  someone  else.  As  ministers  of  Jesus  Christ,  we  are  stewards  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Minister  to  your  children, 
to  your  senior  citizens,  to  those  in  need  and  you  will  fulfill  that  promise.’The  Campbell  Efivinity  School  conferred  a total  of  55  degrees  at  the  service,  including  two 
Master  of  Arts  in  Christian  Education,  48  Master  of  Divinity  and  five  Doctor  of  Ministry  degrees. 
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“Paying  it  forward”  was  the  message  delivered  to  the  30  new 
students  of  Campbell  s Divinity  School  at  a Convocation  and 
Commissioning  Sendee  held  inTumer  Auditorium. 

Before  receiving  their  pins  — the  traditional  welcome  of  the  now 
1 5-year-old  Divinity  School  — the  group  heard  testimony  from 
fellow  student  Kevin  Johnson  and  speaker  Dr.  Frank  Campbell, 
both  of  whom  encouraged  them  to  follow  God’s  will  and  begin 
or  continue  a trend  of  helping  their  fellow  man.  Before  a crowd 
of  family,  friends,  faculty  and  classmates,  the  new  students  were 
pinned  with  a replica  of  the  Celtic  cross,  a symbol  of  the  Campbell 
Divinity  School’s  commitment  to  provide  theological  education 
that  is  Christ-centered,  Bible-based  and  ministry-focused,  according 
to  Dean  Dr.  Andrew Wakefield.The  “charge  to  the  students”  was 
delivered  by  Dr.  Campbell,  former  president  of  Gardner- Webb 
University  and  current  executive  director  of  Stratford  House,  a 
retirement  community  in  Danville,  Va.

Conference  draws  from  across  state 


Sunday  mornings  are  where  we  see  them  most;  sometimes  even  on 
Saturdays.  Pastors  rarely  get  a chance  to  watch,  leam  and  study  from 
their  fellow  colleagues,  since  they  are  in  the  lime  light  every'  weekend. 
Campbell  University  Divinity  School  and  Baptist  Fellowship  of  N.  C. 
aimed  to  change  that  way  of  thinking  by  sponsoring  an  Elevating 
Preaching  conference.  Over  1 70  Divinity  School  students  and  local 
pastors  attended.The  conference  included  three  out-of-state  pastors, 
Dr.  Carolyn  Ann  Knight  of  Atlanta;  Dr.  Charles  E.  Poole  of  Jackson, 
Mississippi;  and  Dr.  William  D.  Shiell  of  Knoxville, Tennessee.They  all 
brought  their  own  unique  style  during  the  morning  sermons.  Later  in 
the  evening,  some  in-state  ministers  joined  in  to  host  separate  personal 
interest  groups.  According  to  Dr.  J.  Daniel  Day,  an  associate  professor 
of  Preaching  and  Worship  at  Campbell,  the  goal  was  to  bring  in  preachers  with  different  backgrounds  and  engage  in  a dialogue  with  students  and  colleagues  who’ll 
soon  enter  file  profession.  “None  of  them  have  churches  in  North  Carolina,  so  this  was  a new  experience  for  everyone.”  According  to  Eva  Ruth,  a Campbell  University 
Divinity  student,  she  said  file  got  a lot  out  of  the  conference,  saying  the  three  sermons  were  distinct,  but  in  no  way  did  they  contrast  when  it  came  to  the  overall 
message. 
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David  Moffitt,  an  assistant  professor  of  NewTestament  and  Greek 
for  Campbell  s Divinisty  School,  had  his  doctoral  dissertation 
published  as  part  of  the  ‘Novum  Testamentum  Supplements’  series. 
Moffitt  received  his  Ph.D.  from  Duke  University  in  201 2 and  holds 
a Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from  Grove  City  College,  a Master  of 
Divinity  fromTrinity  Evangelical  Divinity  School,  and  a Master  of 
Theology  from  Duke  Efivinity  School.  Brill,  a scholarly  publishing 
company  founded  in  1 863  published  the  book,  “Atonement  and 
the  Logic  of  Resurrection  in  the  Episde  to  the  Hebrews”.This  study 
of  Hebrews  “demonstrated  that  Jesus’  embodied,  resurrected  life 
is  crucial  for  the  high-priestly  Christology  and  sacrificial  soteriology 
developed  in  Hebrew,”  according  to  the  book’s  description.  David 
Moffitt  used  contemporary  studies  of  parallels  in  Jewish  apocalyptic 
literature,  studies  of  Jewish  sacrifice,  and  his  own  exegetical  insights 
to  develop  his  conclusions.  He  has  published  articles  in  scholarly 
journals  such  as  the“Joumal  of  Biblical  Literature, ” and “Perspectives 
in  Religious  Studies.”

recently  announced  that 
she  would  be  resigning  as 
dean  as  of  July  1 , 2012. 

Back  in  2006,  Essary 
made  history  by  being  the 
first  woman  to  be  named 
Dean  of  the  Norman 
Adrian  Wiggins  School  of 
Law.  She  also  oversaw  the 
relocation  of  the  School  of 
Law’s  campus  to  downtown 
Raleigh  in  2009. 

Not  only  did  she 

grow  the  student  body  from  345  to  477,  but  the  academic  credentials  for  entering  students  significantly 
increased.  Within  two  years,  Essary  has  expanded  student  externship  opportunities  more  than  400  percent. 
During  her  tenure,  Essary  oversaw  a Capital  Campaign  that  included  the  largest  number  of  alumni  gifts  and 
the  first  million  dollar  gifts  in  the  law  school’s  history.  Dean  Essary  helped  create  the  school’s  Senior  Law 
Clinic  to  serve  the  elderly  poor  in  Wake  County  and  created  a Student  Pro  Bono  Council,  which  provides 
countless  community  service  hours  to  non-profit  organizations  each  year  in  the  Raleigh  area.  Essary  has 
used  her  position  as  Dean  to  not  only  help  the  students,  but  to  create  opportunities  for  them  to  help  the 
surrounding  communities.  On  top  of  all  of  the  other  accomplishments,  the  Norman  Adrian  Wiggins  School 
of  Law  has  the  highest  overall  bar  passage  rating  in  North  Carolina  on  the  July  bar  exam,  a tradition  the 
School  has  held  for  the  past  25  years. 


Dean  Essary  came  from  Baylor  University  where  she  was  apart  of  the  faculty  for  16  years.  She  also 
specialized  in  trial  and  appellate  advocacy  for  five  years  with  Vinson  & Elkins  Firm  in  Dallas.

The  Doctor  of  Pharmacy  class  of  2014  took  the  first  step  to  becoming 
pharmacists  during  the  tradition-honored  White  Coat  Ceremony  at 
Campbell  University  College  of  Pharmacy  & Health  Sciences  (CPHS)  on 
August  8 in  Turner  Auditorium.  One  hundred  and  eight  new  students 
were  presented  with  a white  coat  symbolizing  their  entry  into  the 
pharmacy  profession. “The  white  coat  signifies  your  obligation  and 
responsibility  as  a health  care  professional,”  Dean  Ronald  Maddox, 
Pharm.D.,  said  to  the  class  of  2014.  “It  symbolizes  professionalism, 
integrity,  high  standards,  empathy,  passion  and  humanness.  As  you  accept 
this  coat  it  is  important  that  you  make  a commitment  to  embrace  these 
traits  during  your  pharmacy  education  and  into  your  future  practice 
as  a pharmacist.”  Selected  from  more  than  1 ,500  applicants,  the  new 
pharmacy  students  have  successfully  navigated  a rigorous  application 
process  based  on  strong  academic  records,  interviews  and  practical 
experience. 


Daniel  Shin,  PhD,  Professor  of  Pharmaceutical 
Sciences,  and  Sarah  Lui,  PhD,  Assistant  Professor 
of  Pharmaceutical  Sciences  were  recently  awarded 
a $58,880  grant  from  the  North  Carolina 
Biotechnology  Center.  Funds  from  the  grant 
will  purchase  an  ultra-high  performance  liquid 
chromatograph  instrument,  used  to  identify 
and  quantify  individual  components  in  complex 
material.  Installing  the  equipment  on-campus  will 
give  students  access  to  advanced  technology  that 
Is  currently  used  in  the  pharmaceutical  industry. 

‘The  UHPLC  increases  the  speed  and  sensitivity 
of  drug  analysis  which  will  enhance  our  students’ 
training  and  research  opportunities.”  Shin  said. 

Both  undergraduate  and  graduate  students  in  the 
Pharmaceutical  Sciences  program  will  receive  hands- 
on  training  with  the  new  instrument.  “We  would  like

Maj.  Gen.  James  M.  McDonald  visited  Buies  Creek  while  in 
North  Carolina  to  attend  a ceremony,  and  he  stopped  by  the  ROTC 
building  to  meet  with  approximately  a dozen  Campbell  cadets  in  the 
program. 

McDonald  commended  the  cadets  and  their  training  module,  sug- 
gesting if  they  train  hard,  they’ll  add  value  immediately  upon 
commissioning.

J.  he  Student  Government  Association  hosted  its  annual  lecture 
series  with  a torum  on  the  theories  of  Evolution  and  Creationism, 
Tuesday  night,  February  21st  in  Turner  Auditorium. 

The  forum  featured  keynote  speaker  Dr.  Denis  Lamoureux,  an 
Associate  Professor  of  Science  and  Religion  at  St.  Joseph’s  Col- 
lege in  the  University  of  Alberta.  Lamoureux  holds  three  doctoral 
degrees  in  dentistry,  theology,  and  biology.  He  is  a member  of  the 
executive  council  of  the  Canadian  Scientific  and  Christian  Affilia- 
tion, a Fellow  of  the  American  Scientific  Affiliation,  and  cited  in  the 
Who's  Who  ofTheologv  and  Science. 

“I  believe  that  the  Bible  is  inspired  by  the  Holy  Spirit  of 
God.  I am  an  unapologetic  evolutionist;  I have  yet  to  see  any  evi- 
dence to  falsify  evolution,”  Lamoureux  said. 

Lamoureux  presented  a plethora  of  viewpoints  on  debate 
between  Evolution  and  Creationism  but  his  overall  message  was 
simple:  “Let  this  be  a difference  amongst  us  and  not  be  a division, 
learn  to  live  with  people  of  different  views.  I think  we  need  to  do 
that  for  the  sake  of  the  body  of  Christ.  We  should  move  beyond  this 
Evolution  and  Creation  debate  because  it  is  a false  dichotomy,  it 
limits  the  number  of  choices  that  you  have.” 

The  lecture  concluded  with  a panel  of  Dr.  Lamoureux  and  three 
Campbell  professors,  Dr.  Adam  English,  from  the  Department  of 
Religion,  Dr.  John  Bartlett,  Biology,  and  Dr.  Michael  Wells,  Chem- 
istry. Students  from  the  audience  had  the  opportunity  to  ask  the 
panel  questions  about  the  hot  button  issues  between  Evolution  and 
Creation. 

Lamoureux  challenged  everyone  who  is  involved  in  the  debate  of 
Evolution  and  Creation  to  heed  the  words  of  Sir  Francis  Bacon,  “Let 

no  man  or  woman,  out  of  conceit 
or  laziness,  think  or  believe  that 
anvone  can  search  too  far  or  be  too

Words  or  the  Book  of  God’s  Works: 
religion  or  science.  Instead,  let 
everyone  endlessly  improve  their 
understanding  of  both.”

The  first  phase  of  the  Campbell  Softball  Stadium 
Project  officially  began  on  Thursday,  Jan.  26,  when  the 
concrete  walkway  behind  the  team's  backstop  was  broken 
up  and  the  ground  was  leveled.  A new  concrete  pad  was 
poured  from  Feb.  1-2,  2012. 

Upgrades  during  the  initial  phase  will  include 
permanent  grandstand  seating  on  the  newly  built  concrete 
pad  behind  the  backstop  between  the  dugouts,  a fully 
functioning  enclosed  press  box  in  the  center  section  on 
top  of  the  grandstand  and  a bricked  exterior  fayade  of 
the  structure.  The  initial  plans  call  lor  the  first  wave  ol 
the  project  to  be  completed  in  early  April  ol  201 2.  The 
second  phase  of  the  projects  calls  for  a new  nine-inning 
wireless  running  LED  scoreboard  in  right  field.

School  Construction 


Steel  beams  have  been  erected  in  the  two  months 
since,  and  the  school  - North  Carolina’s  first  medical 
school  in  35  years  - is  beginning  to  take  shape.  The 
96,500-square-foot  facility  - located  on  U.S.  421  a 
quarter-mile  west  of  Campbell’s  Buies  Creek  campus- 
is  expected  to  be  up  by  May  2013,  with  classes  set  to 
begin  the  following  fall.

Medicine  will  be  training  for  primary  care  and  family 
medicine,  general  surgery,  pediatrics,  psychiatry  and 
other  services,  with  an  emphasis  on  rural  areas  or 
regions  with  little  or  no  health  care  options.
